Hong, Kong has no divorce laws.. Our sister Colony of . the 
Straits Settlements (commonly referred to for convenience as Singa- 
pore) has—in n limited form. India’s divorce laws are ‘more ad- 
vanced, approximating somewhat to conditions at Home, . 

. Shanghai, not being a‘Colony, comes into a different category 
altogether, but it is interesting to know that His Britannic Majesty's 
Supreme Court in China was endowed a few years ago with

EXPORT T FIGURES 

Oil now occupies second place 
in the list of Soviet exports, and 
the 2,780,000 tons exported in the 
year ‘ending October 1, 1928, was 
approximately three ‘times the 
1918 figure. The Russian oil of 
Baku and Grozny has successful- 
ly made its way in the Mediter- 
ranean countries and also in some 
Fastern markets, as in India and 
Egypt, where sales contracts with 
two subsidiaries of the Standard 
Ol Co. the Vacuum Oil Com- 
pany and the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New York, have helped 


{the progress of the Soviet ex- 


ports. While friendly relations. 
exist with these two companies, 
and the Standard Oil, Company is 
operating a refinery in the port of 
Batum, on a concession basis, the 
Soviet Oil Syndicate has hitherto 
jealously ‘guarded its right to 
regulate its production and most 


of its gales abroad on an indepen- }. 


dent basis. 


The hardest battles of Soviet 
oil have been fought in England. 
Last ,summer, a truce super- 
vened in this oil war, 
and negotiations were initiat- 
ed between the Soviet Oil 
Syndicate on the one side and a 


combination of British and’ 
American oil firms on the other,’ 


with ~a view to stabilising oil 
prices. The negotiations, how- 
ever, broke down, and war clouds 


again hang over the European oil’ 


market, 
__ In Soviet economic quarters in- 
difference is professed in regard 
to the reported threats of a rice 
offensive calculated to drive Soviet 

ofl: from the European market. 
It-is pointed out here that, inas-~ 
Much as the Oil Syndicaté has 
much less in the way of products 
to dispose.of than the great Bri- 
tish ‘trusts, the latter would be 
the chief sufferers in a war of 
prices, 

The. Question of Compensation 

There. seems every reagon to 
anticipate ‘that Soviet oil exports 
i| will steadily increase during the 


next few years. The capacity of | ' 
the Baku and.Grozny fields is far 


from ‘the exhaustion point; the. 
oil industry’ has been to a large 
extent re-eauipped with modern 
machinery .. and: appliances, and 
the laying of a new pipe-line 
from Grozny to the Black Sea port 
of. Tuapse, together with the im- 
provement of the old pipe-line 
from Baku to Batum, gives in- 
creased facilities for the trans- 


‘portation of oil to. the shipping 


points. Russia possesses about 35 
per cent, ofthe world’s estimated 
oil reserves,’ and its ' output of 

petroleum products could be rais- 
ed stil further if any foreign 
Po smavele group were tempted: to 

begin.operations in Emba and 
other fields which are earmarked 
for concessions. 

The Oil Syndicate's rejection of 
the proposal to compensate form-

The fisnoiis Liverpool sailing 
ship “Lalla Rookh” of 1876, 
which was a wonderful ship in her 
time, and even in ‘the firewood 
trade has retained a lot of her old 
dignity and beauty, has been sold 
to Dutch scrappers. after having 
been laid up at-Mariehamn, in Fin- 
land, for nearly two years.

INTERESTING ARGUMENTS 

The hearing was resumed by 
the Liverpool’ Stipendiary Magia- 
trate (Mr, Stuart Deacon), of the 
claim by, John Harper, a marine 
fireman, against his employers, a 
Liverpool shipping company. The 
claim made Ja for £1, the terms 
of the summons being that Harper 
having been lawfully engaged’ to 

erve asa seiman on a vessel, 

laims the sum of £1, being the 
balance ‘of wages due between 
June 20 md October 23, 1928, for 
" voyage: on the ship. 

* The defending firm ia gupport- 
ed by the ‘National 'Union of Sea- 
men,‘ but it has been denied that 
Harper ta backed by ‘the ‘Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union. 

On this occasion Mr,. Maxwell 
Fyfe (instructed by Messrs, G. L. 
Lynskey and Son) : appeared for 
Harper, and the defence was In 
the hands of Mr. A. R. Kennedy | * 
and R. J. White (instructed by 
Mr. Frank Daphne)... Mr. S. 
Silverman watched the case for in- 
terested , parties. 

‘Mr. Charles Jarman, secretary 
of the Liverpool branch of the Na- 
jtional Union of Seamen, said on, 
June 16 of this year, when the 
complainant, John ‘Harper, coat 
the steamer; he was ‘a member of 
the seamen’s union, which was 

affiliated to the National Maritime 
Board which was partly represen- 
tative of employers and partly of 
employees. It was a board, for 
conciliation, and diacussion | of 
matters affecting those interested 
in Shipping. Under the existing 
arrangements, in order that a man 
should’ be engaged on a steamship 
the owners of which belonged to: 
the National Maritime Board, it 
was necessary for the man to be 
a member of a union nalinied to 
that board. 

; With regard to what ‘was call- 
ed the contribution card, the com- 
plainant signed the document, 
and afterwards signed the articles’ 
along with ‘two or three other

Certainly there is no ground 
for arresting him under either 
our state or our federal law, unless | 
there was some crime apart from 
his mere teaching of achelym. 
Our nation allows the right of a 
man to teach any doctrine or 
theory in the field of religion 
that he may feel inclined to pre- 
“gent. Hence men like the renown- 
ed Ingersoll have been allowed to 
go freely all through the country, 
casting doubt and ridicuie upon 
the Bible. BO 

We do not want to be under- 
stood ag believing in evolution, 
‘atheism, or any of their ilk, or as 
even remotely sympathising with 
them; but we hold that to arrest 
an atheist for his’ atheistic 

. propaganda ig a. slander 
‘on. the’ name of - Christian-' 
ity and liberty. We would to God 
the. day were here when every 
soul under high heaven revered 

His name, ‘but only harm = can 

come from efforts to suppress the 

views of dissenters, 

Turning away from the civil or 
merely legal phase-of the matter 
to the example of God and Christ 
as presented in the Bible, we find 
that they not only permitted such 
teaching to go on till it reaped its 
own fruitage, but in a most re- 
markable way the Lord of glory 
Himself submitted to the cruel 

- death of the cross at the hands of 
those who refused to believe that 

He was the great Messiah, 1. 

.. A little review. of the facts in 

regard to this supreme event. are 

not only interesting, but they are 
always helpful, The apostle Paul 
-snys of the Christ, “Who, existing 
in the form of God, counted not 
the being on an equality with God 
a.thing to be grasped, but emptied 
Himself, taking the form of a ser- 
want, being made in the likeness 
of men; and being found in fash- 
jon‘as a man, He humbled Him- 
self, becoming. obedient even 
‘unto death, yea, the death of the 

cross.” . Philippians 2:6-8. 

Get the picture in mind of 
what this text presents. Here is 
the infinite : Christ Himself, 
-garbed in human flesh, and He 
“humbled Himself,” even to the 
“point of submitting to the crpel- 
‘ties of death by hanging upon the 
-eross of Calvary. And while sub- 

‘ mitting to this death, He was 
taunted by the jeets of those who 
were saying, “If Thou be Christ, 
:Save Thysclf.” < 

This suffering of the Christ 
‘was foretold in that wonderful 
sprophecy of the fifty-third of 
‘Isaiah, The chapter is worthy of 
the most thoughtful study; and, 
:a3 you read it, you find it full of 
expressions like this: He was “a 
‘Man of sorrows, apd acquainted 
with grief.” And again: ‘He 
was oppressed, yet when He was 
afflicted, He opened not His 
mouth; as a lamb that is led to 
the slaughter, and as a sheep that 

. before its shearers is dumb, so He 
opened not His mouth.” And 
then-again, we find the statement 
that “although He had done no 
violence, neither was-any deceit in 

His mouth,” yet'“He was cut off 

out of the land of the living for 

the transgression of My people to 
whom the'stroke was due.” And 
the supreme climax. is presented 
in the statement: “Because He 
‘poured out His. soul unto death, 
and was numbered with the trans- 
gressors:: yet ‘He bare the sin of

agonies in order that He might 
place before men the infinite 
vatue and the consoling glory and 
beauty of divine, love. He who 
could command all the forces of 
the universe refused to use force 
in the establishing of His’ king- 
dom, for His kingdom must rest 
upon the principles of kindness, 
of generosity, of divine love. 
And the Lord of glory: Himself 
passes through, the indignity of 
allowing weak, fallible, sinful 
men to crucify Him, so that in 
(His death He might display to 
them His love; so that in this way 
He might teach them the prin- 
ciples of His kingdom. . | 
There is an object lesson here 
in the scenes of Calvary for every 
Christian, and for that matter for 
every individual in the world, to 
contemplate. Let it be repeated 
and let it be emphasised that 
Heaven permitted Jesus Christ, 
the Commander of all the forces 
of the infinite universe, to pass 
through the indescribable agonies 
of Calvary -s0 that He might 
cause the infinite love of God to 
stand in mighty contrast to the 
cohorts of evil. And while Jesus 
says, “All authority hath been 
given unto Me in heaven and on 
earth” (Matthew 28:18), yet: to 
His followers He also says, “Be- 
hold, I send you forth as sheep 
in the midst of wolves,” ° 
The persuasive power of love 
is the great magnet that God 
uses in drawing men to Him.

MODERATION WN ADVOGATED 


In the dense crowds that attend 
cricket, football, baseball,, and 
‘tennis matches, and in, the hero- 


_ worship of. athletes, some writers 


see n tendency to neglect the serious 
matters of the world. - But 
to sustain the proposition that over- 
much attention is given to sport 
it would, surely be necessary to 
show that the contests in athletic 
games or the training for them 
worked to the 
nation. It is impossible to estab- 
lish: any such proposition, declares 
the “Brisbane Courier.” 

On the contrary it can readily 
be shown that the playing of these 
games assists in the building up of 
character, and that only when ‘it 
is “alk play and no; work" can it 
he suid that sport id harmful to o 
natidn, ‘Let us.at once admit the 
force of the great precept—in all 
things moderation. When Mr. 
Rudyard Kipling - ‘wrote his’ well- 
remembered lines; about the 
cricketer and the footballer, — it 
ft was said in his defence that 
he twas calling, .attention more 
to the vast gathering of spectators 
of mutches than” to the players, 
that he desired those tens and 
hundreds of thousands to ‘be em: 
ployed in playing the games them- 
selves rather than in looking at 
them. : A ‘neat powerful defence! 
But the great games of ‘our days 
are rently the culmination of any 
number of ‘smaller games which 
have been played on quiet fields, 
Training for athletic contests ad- 
mittedly calls for a great amount 
of restraint on the part of the con- 
testants, Fair play is the rulo on 
the field of sport, and the, “good 
sport” is usually a man ‘who js 
essentially and invarinbly honest 
in his business dealing,

wileged with any truth that that 
love of sport is carried to excess.
